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IN THE CLAIMS 


Claim 35 has been amended as follows: 
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35. A Substantially inert dispersion of anti-microbial zeolites, said dispersion comprising a 
polymer and zeolites containing anti-microbial metal ions, said zeolites having a particle 
size of between about 2 and about 5 microns, a pore size of between about 3 and about 5 
Angstroms, and comprising [form] from about [5%] 0.5% to about 10% by weight of the 
dispersion. 
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
